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DECLARATION OF APPLICANT 
I, Rocco D' Antonio, of full age, do declare as follows: 

1. I am President of Better Bag Marketing, LLC and the inventor 
in the above-captioned patent application, and am fully familiar 
with the facts stated herein, 

2. During the period October 2000 and continuing through the 
present, I was responsible for maintaining financial records for 
Better Bag Marketing, LLC. 

3. Attached herewith and made a part hereof as Exhibit A is a 
record of bulk sales of PIPsacks to distributors of grocery 
containers to super markets during the time period indicated by 
Paragraph 2 . 

4. With regard to Exhibit A, the rows represent distributors of 
grocery containers to super markets and sales of PIPsacks to said 
distributors. The columns represent months in which the bulk 
sales to said distributors were made. 

5. Attached herewith and made a part hereof as Exhibit B are 
total bulk sales each month represented by means of a graph 
wherein the ordinate (y - coordinate) represents total bulk sales 
in number of bales of PIPsacks and the abscissa (x - coordinate) 



represents months in which the bulk sales occurred. Each bale 
of PIPsacks contains 500 PIPsacks. 

6. PIPsacks, as mentioned within this declaration, are paper 
liners whose perimeter are approximately equal to the base 
perimeter of standard plastic grocery sacks, as described in the 
application . 

7. PIPsacks, as mentioned within this declaration, are paper 
liners made of a grade of paper of lighter weight than the paper 
used for standard paper grocery sacks of similar base perimeter, 
as described in the application. 

8. PIPsacks, as mentioned within this declaration, are paper 
liners whose height is approximately equal to the height to the 
collar of selected standard plastic grocery sacks, as described 
in the application. PIPsacks whose height is approximately equal 
to the height to the collar of standard plastic grocery sacks are 
not yet being made for all standard plastic grocery sack sizes 
because I do not have the machinery to make PIPsacks of said 
height for all standard-sized plastic grocery sacks. 

9. PIPsacks, as mentioned within this declaration, are being 
sold to distributors of grocery containers to super markets for 
the specific purpose of being used as paper liners for standard- 
sized plastic grocery sacks in said super markets. And to the 
best of my knowledge, said PIPsacks are being used as paper 
liners for plastic grocery sacks in said super markets. 

10. Attached herewith and made a part hereof as Exhibit C is an
